1 JC1534 A/Majoi DAI.CHAND SINGH PRA’1 AP 

5 Coikha Rifles (25th May 1957). 

On 25th May 1957, ‘A’ Company, G/5 l1i Gorkha Rifles (FF), 
under the command of Acting Majoi Dalchand Singh Piatap, 
was opetatlng in the Chishllimi— Chcshohmi aiea in Naga 
Hills IL cncounlcicd about 100 SEM \ hostiles aimed with 
Lwo Light Machine Guns, Tommy and Men Guns and liflies. 
They had taken up well i onccaled positions in binken ground 
ovc) looking the track, and opened lue from 20 yards lange. 
Major Piatap received a Light Machine Gun Innst on his light 
thigh DcspiLe Ills wounds he made a cliaigc and killed the 
hostile gunner. At this time Lhe other Light Machine Gun, 
which was 30 yaids awav opened on Majoi Piatap Itorn the 
left, hitLing him in the face and tliest and he fell down 
severely wounded. In spite of his wounds Major Piatap 
oldened his Tear platoon to close in upon the Iiostilcs fiom a 
flank. The Company inspired by his example of biavciy and 
daring tackled the hostiles with stub determination that they 
withdrew into thick jungle While the Company suffered 
two casualties including Major Piatap, it was able to inflict 
about 10 casualties oti the hostiles. 

Major Pratap's daring leadeiship and ptosimnl coinage was 
an example to his men and in the bcsL traditions oL the Anny. 

2. No. 4035908 Rfn JAMAN - SINGH GUSAIN, 3id Bn The 
Garhwal Rifles. (10th May 1957), 

On 9th May 1957, Rfn Jaman Singh Gusain was the lead 
mg scout of Number G platoon of B Company which was given 
the task of clearing a well defended hostile camp on the 
Barall Range in the Naga Hills. The terrain was dillicult, 
There was only one narmw approach Lo the camp guatded by 
carefully sited automatic weapons of the hostiles Well knit 
hostile fire made the advance of the Platoon exliemrly dillicult. 
Rifleman Gusain fearlessly advamed cm the position firing 
fiom the hip. Before, howcvci he could close with the hostiles 
he was severely wounded in the shoulder and fell. Despile his 
wounds he crawled up to the hostile sangar and hurled a 
hand grenade into it killing one hostile and Injuring others. 
Although he was bleeding profusely he captuicd a ijflc and 
enabled his platoon to cliatge and ovetiun the hostile position. 

Rillcman Jaman Singh Gusain set a fine example of gallantry 
and devotion to duty in ih<_ best traditions of the Army. 

3 No. 5831336 Rfn BHIMBAHADITR KHA E ERI, 1/9 
Gorkha Rifles (26ili November 195G). 

At 0200 hours cm the 26tli Novembet 1956 the quartet guaut 
uf the 1st Battalion 9th Gorkha Rifles noticed a latge lire in 
Trahagam, a village halfway between Chowkibal and Kopki 
wor in the Kashmir Valley, and raised the fire olarm By 
the time the first batch of troops reached the scene about 
eight houses were blazing fieicely anil Lite file was spreading 
rapidly through the wooden structures of the other houses 

Rifleman Bhlm Bahachn Khattri who was one of the hist 
batch to arrive saw an old man tiying lo escape ironr the 
upper storey of a house. He immediately climlved up through 
the blazing house and falling debris and helped the IniiTin 
old man down Choking fumes and the extiemc heat made 
further rescue work extremely hazardous, hut Rifleman 
Khattri. although aware of the dangei lo his own life, again 
set out to climb up to the window of the crumbling house 
as he had heard cries of uthcis awaiting rescue 

Al this instant a twenty foot blazing log. Tolled down fiom 
the toof and struck Rifleman Khatttl dashing him to the 
giound. He staggered up and attempted to climb up to 
the window again tint collapsed and fell unconscious 

This selfless heroism was in the best fra(lili*i)S of the 
Army. *. 

4, No, 7019188 Ctn/Elcc JA1KARAN, E M E. (6th May 
1957). 

On 6th May 1957. an ambush parLy of lhe battalion, ap- 
proximately 15 strong was going towards Thizania village m 
the Naga Hills. At about 0800 hrs , as their vehicle" was 
passing through an aica of low hills about 50 hostiles open 
ed fire on them ftom both sides ol the road Almost cvciy 
member of the patty including the Bicn gunner, was 


wounded. The Light Machine Gun of the pally fell off the 
vehicle and before Lllcy could pull up the giln was left nearly 
thnty yards behind lhe hostiles effectively coveted this 
gap by then fire. Undaunted, EleiLtlcian Jaikaian jumped 
out of the vehicle and ciawllrfg across the bullet riddled gap 
succeeded in lelrievlng the Light Machine Gun. No. 1 
gunner who was lying wounded managed to set up the gun 
and fiie It. When it lan out of ammunition. Electrician 
Jaikaran crawled to the vehicle which was catrying the 
magazine box some fotty yards away. While returning with 
the ammunition he was wounded. 

Meanwhile an N G O. about twenty yards away from him 
was moilally wounded Inspite of tils own injuries, Electii- 
< i.m Jaikaian ciawlcd upfo him undet heavy' hr c and wilhln 
full view of lhe hostiles and bioughl the body back to the 
vehicle 

He had one mote contiibuliou to make iu this incident. 
Ills keen observation spotted a shtper in a tree who was 
making any movement oil the load well nigh impossible, A 
itllcman of the party soon killed ibis smpei. 

Throughout the operation Flee Uhlan Jaikaian ilisplavcd 
a very high degree of coinage and devotion to duty which 
will he an inspnlng example to his comrades for a long 
time to come. 

No. 15-Pies/59.— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS HI, to the under- 
mentioned personnel foi gallanLry:

1 Majoi NANO LAI L JAMWAL (IC-3263), 9 Gotkha 

Rifles (22nd December 1956). 

On 22nd December 1956, a convoy of four jeeps with Major 
Nand I. all Jamwal and an escoit of 17 Other Ranks while 
going fiom fichipami to Achisagaroi was ambushed by 
hostile Kaito Serna’s gang near Siiohilo The hostiles num- 
bering about 150 wete aimed with lilies and shot guns, two 
Light Machine Guns and gienades The hostiles opened up 
wall Light Machine Guns on the front ami the real vehicles, 
simultaneously killing Numbeis J and 2 of the only Light 

Machine Gun in Lhe convoy and wounding 1 others. 

Major Jamwal ablv oiganlsed the defence of the convoy 

and moved dauntlessiv from one end to the othci under 
heavy hostile fire exhorting Ids men He kept the hostiles 
engaged for 3 hours until help icaclied him from Achisagaml. 
At the end of the engagement only four jawans had been 
left uninjured. 

Major Jainwal’s deleimination and courage saved the 

convoy fiom being completely annihilated 

2 T.ieuL PREM NARAIN KACKER (IC 7041) 9 Goikha 

Rifles (IGlh December 195G) 

On 16lh Deccmhei 1956, I ieul Racket while in command 
ol a ufle company al /nrielioUi, lereivcd infounaLion that 
KjiLo Serna’s gang of approxWuLely a hundred hostiles 
vvilh lilies and light automatic weapons vvas camping in the 
Jungle near lochomi He tjuiLkly marched out with his 
Company at dead of night and sunounded Lhe hostile camp. 
In lhe engagement which followed many hostiles vveie 
killed and thtcc 303 ufles, one Japanese rifle, one iwclvr 
bore shot gun, two Light Maihine Guns spaie bands and 
thousands of rounds of ammunition including 2 inch moitar 
bombs were captured 

Again on 22nd Decembei 1956 vvlisn Lieut. Kacker was In 
command of a nfle company at Achisagaml a 1 jeep convoy 
ol 2/9 Gorkha Rifles vvas ambushed al Slrohito by a hostile 
gang of approximately 150 hostiles. Immediately cm hearing 
the firing, Lt Kaiker moved with one platoon of his Com 
panv and ai lived at the scene of battle within a few hours. 
Ills arrival cotisiileiablv icduccd lhe hostiles’ piessore on the 
convoy Fuillici lcuifoiecincnts fiom Tielltpami also leach 
cd soon allei and the hostiles retired leaving the bclcagucicd 
convoy with live killed and eight wounded 

On both these occasions Lt 1’ N Kacker showed couiage 
and leadeiship of a high oidci. 

3 No 4032081 Haviiilai I RILOK 3ING1I KA THAI E, 
3 Garhwal Rifles (Posthumous) (8th May 1957). 

On 8th May 1957 Havildar Triloh Singh Kathait was com- 
manding No. 5 Platoon of B Company, 3 Garhwal Rifles, 
winch was ordeied to clcai a hostile camp on the Barail 
Range in the Naga Hills. Havildai Kathail’s platoon was 
leading the advance- when il came undei heavy and sustained 
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file roiu hostiles' dug in positions. 1 he Icuuin was un- 
suitable lui any turmei deployment and a dehbeinte charge 
was the only manoeuvre possible. Havtldai Kailuit concciiy 
appietiating tile siLuauon iliaigcd the hostile post. On seeing 
me commaiidei charging all alone Lhe entile platoon iollow- 
ed him with great eiUiiusiasni and Vigoui. On nearing the 
hostile post Havrldai KathaiL was shot Lhtougli the chesL 
hut immediately thiew a hand gienaile, dislodging the 
liosLiles. Even when lying cutieally wounded he Kept 
ex Inn ling his men to Loniniuc Lhe assault. 

hut foi this outstanding display of personal courage and 
leadership by Havildat liilok Singh Katliait, the situation 
would have been vety ditiicull lot the whole company and 
it would liaie sulfeied many additional casualties. 

4. No. 403117 14 Naik G U LA II SINGH NEC I, 3 Gaihwal 
Rilles. (9th May 1957). 

On 9tli May 1957. as Naik Gulab Siugli Negi was leading 
his PlaLoon against a camp ol the hostiles on the Baiail 
Range, the hostiles opened up hie wiLh auioinaltc weapons 
fionl well-concealed Li unties and sciiii-suugur-posilioiis. I he 
hostile lire was so heavy and dctciniiiicd that the cntiie 
leading plalouu was pinned down, 'lakmg a Light Machine 
Gun it om a sepoy who had been tnjuied by a tall, Naik 
Gulab Singh Negi ran upto Lhe hostile post, Ining Lhe light 
Machine Gun tiom his hip, He accounted lor all three 
hostiles in the forward bunkei. As a result ol this biave 
action the hostiles who had ilug-in in the real witlnhcw in 
panic leaving behind 2 Light Machine Guri magazines, one 
gieuade and one Muzzle Loading Gun. 

Naik Gulab Singh Negi's unuageous and sivilt action 
saved lhe plaLoon tiom a tlaugeious situation. 

ft. No, 4032091 Naik PRI.M S1NC.H NEGI, 3 Gaihwal 
Rifles. (15th March 1957). 

On 15th Maich 1957, Naik Prem Singh Negi was leading a 
secuon ol a platoon which was ordeied to clear Lhe route to 
Phcgweiui of hostile mteiteicnce. 'lhe platoon hail baldly 
coveted a mile til tluck finest when it cncounteied over one 
bundled armed hostiles, lhe leading scout ol the section 
was seiiously wounded in the abdomen by the hrst burst of 
a LighL Machine Gun hied by the hostiles from the close 
jaiige of hfteeu yards. Naik Ptem Singh Negi, who was 
behind the scout, immediately diew a grenade and llncw 
it on the hostiles' gun position He simultaneously Tushcil 
iorwuid to lescue the wounded scout. Eight hostiles aimed 
with long dabs and spears ihatgcd at him. Naik Negi rc- 

{ julsed them with sten gun (uc and succeeded m pulling 
jack the scout and his weapon to a safe place. 

Naik Ptetn Singh Negi's courageous action not only pre- 
vented the wounded scout and Ins weapon iiom falling into 
the hands of the hostiles hut also gained lime for Ins platoon 
to deploy, 

6. No. 5833313 Rfn. RL ORA BAHADUR THAPA, 2/9 
Gorkha Rifles. (1‘ostumous) (22nd December, 1956). 

On 22nd Deccmbet 1956 Rifleman Rudra Bahadur Thapa 
was in the last Jeep in a convoy of 4 jeeps with 17 other 
Ranks which was going from lichipaini to Achisagami. lhe 
convoy tan into a well-organised ambush near Sirohito laid 
by hostile KaiLo Serna with his gang of approximately 150 
who were armed with ulles and shot guns, two Light Machine 
Guns and gienades. lhe hostiles opened up with Light 
Machine Guns on the fi out and the rear vehicles, simulta- 
neously killing or wounding with the hrst butst most of the 
cscotL In these two vehicles. Rifleman Lhapa, carrying a 
grenade-firing rifle took up position near his vehicle and 
engaged the entrenched hostiles. The entire area was com- 
pletely dominated by the hostiles. The Company Com- 
mander otdered the troops to keep up a steady lire, and pre- 
vent the hostiles fiom reaching the jeeps, Rifleman Thapa 
though wounded in the leg kept the hostiles engaged and 
- when he ran out of grenades, took oft the discharger cup 
and used hall ammunition against the hostile* attempting 
to reach his jeep. He was thrice wounded by the hostiles 
but maintained his ollcnsive undeterred anil managed to keep 
them at bay until lie himself was killed after tw T o and a half 
hours of tenacious firing. 

The brave and coufageous resistance put up by the late 
Rifleman r l hapa prevented the hosLiles from advancing on 
the vehicles fiom the rear and enabled the survivors of the 
other jeejrs to light the battle in the front. 

7. No. JC-53U5 Jemadar BALBIR SINGH, MM 3 Bn. The 
Para Regiment (Kumaon) (15tli March, 1957). 

On 15th March, 1957, the Battalion ol Jemadar Balhir 
Singh Iclt Deirel Balah In the Gaza SLrip and was deployed 
on the Armistice Demarcation line which was a veritable 
minefield, lhe task of clearing the mines was given to the 
Pioneer Platoon of this battalion, commanded by Jamadar 
Baibir Singh. Without Lhe help of an engineer Jemadar 
Balhir Singh and his men successfully cleared 300 mines in 
lhe Gaza .Ship alone, our of which 175 were plastic mines, 
On 10th Apiil, 1957, while the NCO was leading two mine- 
deaiing pauies working abieast. a mine exploded under 
proddiug and blew up two sepoys of the first party. There 


was at once great risk of sympathetic detonations, and 
sensing this, Jemadar Balhir Singh rushed in and with com- 
plete dixicgard lor his own hie dragged the two sepoys ol 
Lhe second party into a Liench, V’ciy soon after this two 
aiili-jjcisunnel mines exploded buL caused no harm. 

On several occasions in Lhe hniai operation Jemadar Balhir 
Singh successfully canted out nunc dealing without any 
mcidcuL. But for his untiring efloits Lhe personnel of his 

— Battalion might have sulteied many casualties, His conduct 
throughout the period of Ins service in the United Nations 
Emergency force was most exemplary and In the highest 
liaditions ol the Aimy. 

8 No. 1138887 Haviklar DEWAN SINGH, 3 Bn. The Para 
Regt. (Kumaon) (P mlhumous) (10th Apill, 1957). 

On 10th April, 1957, llavildar Dewan Singh while serving 
with the United Nations Emergency Fotce in Sinai and Gaza 
Strip was leading No. I ininc-hfling party with Naik Puran 
Chand and accounted lot 17 plastic anti-tank mines and 
scvcial anti-personnel mines. AUhough sufteiing from fatigue 
lie refused to tall back in the absence of experienced lellef 
in piastre mine-lilting. While Nark Puran Chand and his 
patty were prodding lhe mines, an anti-personnel mine ‘went 
oil at a distance ol five yards and severely wounded llavildar 
Dewan Singh. Inspitc of Lius, his sense ol duty spurred him 
to continue to lead his pany by personally going forward 
to assist Naik Puran Chand neutralise Lhe 18th anti-tank 
mine of the day. The mine, howevei , exploded blowing up 
both Havildai Dewan Singh and Naik Puran Chand. 

Haviidar Dewan Singh set a fine example of leadership and , 
peisonal courage He sacrificed his lilc m the performance 
of his duty. 1 luoughoul the^ operations none of his men 
were involved 'in any accident and he was personally res- 
ponsible for neutralising several anti-tank mines which need- 
ed skilled engineering experience, Haviidar Dewan 
Singh's supreme sadihe,. in the cause of his duty has set a 
line example in the best ttachuons of oilr Army. 

9. No. 4136122 Naik PURAN CH4ND 3 Para Regt. 
(Kuuiaon) (Posthumous) (lOtli April, 1957). 

On 1 Oi h April, 1957, while seiving with the U.N. Emer- 
gency tone in Sinai and Lhe Gaza Strip Naik Puran Chand 
who was No. 2 oi the fust mine-lifting paity had accounted 
loi many plasLic anti-tank mines and anti-personnel mines 
witti great coinage. While he was plodding lor mines along 
with llavildar Dewan Singh, an anti-personnel mine went 
oil veiv near him and he received shrapnc-1 wounds in many 
pails of Ins body. Inspile ot his wounds, Naik Puran Chand 
itmlniucd with his work to prevent sympathetic detonations. 

• While so engaged another mine exploded resulting in the 
health ol botli himself and llavilcUi Dewan Singh. 

Dunng these dangeious operations of mine clearing he had 
lieiiliallxcd sevetal anti-tank mines that needed skilled engi- 
neeinig experience. Naik Puran Chand by his supreme 
sacribte in the cause of his duty has set a fine example of 
peisonal courage which is in Lhe best traditions of our Army. 

10. No. 4131140 Sepoy BEG RAJ, 3 Para Regt. (Kumaon) 
(lOlh April, 1957). 

On 10th April, 1957, lhe Pioneer Platoon of the third 
Battalion Fata RegimenL was engaged in clearing minefields 
on the Gaza Strip while employed in Lhe United Nations 
Emergency loue. The Commandei ordered two mine clear- 
ing parties to clear two gaps simultaneously at a distance of 
20 yards from each othei. Sep, Beg Raj was No. 2 of the ‘B’ 
Jane clearing paity. At about 1)30 hours a big explosion 
was heard from lane 'A’ and the enuie area was engulfed in 
clouds oi dust. Regardless of the lisle involved, Sepoy Beg 
Raj rushed towards the plate of the incident by the shortest 
route, with the medical haversack which was lying in this 
lane. Sympathetic detonation blew up two more mines. 
Sepoy Beg Raj did not stop to take cover but dashed across 
the minefield hoping lo render first aid to his comrades. He 
reached Lhe site of the (iisL explosion only to find his com- 
rades alicady dead. The selfless act ol Sepoy Beg Raj in 
Tushlng to the lescue of his comrades in complete disregard 
of his own safety was In the best traditions of our Army. 

No. 16-Pres/59.— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS II, to the under- 
mentioned personnel lor conspicuous gallantry:

1. SS-1 3657 Captain HARUANS SINGH, 7 Bn, The Assam 
Rifles. (28ib March 1956). 

Two Assam Rifles’ platoons under Captain Harbans Singh 
were hurriedly rushed in Sakhai on 26th March 1956 after 
the hosliles had ovenun a strong police post at Satakha in 
the Naga Hills and it was feared that the nearby Sakhai 
posl manned only by one platoon of police would meet a 
similar tale. No sooner did the reinforcement reached the 
post than the hostiles opened the attack. A fierce fight en- 
sued and soon the post was surrounded by the hostiles. Next 
tlay the ganison was without lations and was running short 
of ammunition, to add to these troubles, the only source of 
water in that area also fell into the hands of the hostiles and

hut refused Lu do so. Ills. men in sjule of their dexpciate 
situalion due 10 LliusL, Jnuigei and lack of sleep held out 
until 28lh Match lino wiien the liosides gave up then 
attack on the amval ol jeniloi cements to relieve iakhai. Cupt 
ilai hails Singh ill holding on lo his posL in Lhc face oJ heavy 
odds showed gieat touiage, delci iiiiiiation and complete dis 
icgaid of peisonal salcly. 

2, No. 31571 Jemadar INDRA B UIADUR GURUNG, 

3 Bn. The Assam Rifles. (12lh August 1956). 

On 12th August 11)50, Jemadai India Haludui Cimmg 
was commanding the ponn plaloun ol Ihe column set loi 
an attack cm the hostile position at Xanglao. In oidei to 
hvpass the numerous ohstades and piLs laid by the liostiles 
it was decided to go Ihiough the thitk undeigiowth and 
bamboo jungle and so lake die liostiles by suipiise. Jemadar 
India Bahadili led the loivvaid settion which was cutting 
the jungle to make a way loi the test ol the column. The 
task was veiy Inesome, inoie jiarliculaily as iL was raining 
heavily, bin by his peisonal example Jemadar hidia Batumi's 
men were sputietl on until the mam position at Sanglao was 
tactically sighted, I tenches dug and bunkos built. The 
hosules, about two liundcied sttong, wete aimed with Sreu 
(unis, Bicn Guns, Rilles and olliei weapons. Ol the two 
platoons outeied to attack them, Jctuacfai t.uiung's platoon 
was on the light and hts task was lo captme l lie Highest 
pimple fiom wheic Hien guns wete hung nunc or less non- 
stop. Thete wete six bunkeis on this jiimpie and each om 
ol them was manned by six liosliles. Jemadar Cuiurig led 
Ins platoon with gieat coinage, deieimmation anil complete 
disregaid ol Ins peisonal safely thiough the thickest obstailc 
belt evci encountered, He repeatedly altaiked these strongly 
defended posts and beloie it could gel dark, Ihe mam posi- 
tion was cajitured. Duiing this atlack, his plaloun counted 
foui hostiles dead on the spot and the lemainder wuhtliew 
leaving their arms and ammunition. 

On the 14th of August 193(1, Ihe hostiles Uicd to laid the 
platoon camp. At the time two thirds ot the platoon weie 
out. But Jemadar Gurung with the few men feti behind 
defended the tamp, and forced the liostiles back. Jemadar 
Indra Bahadur Gurung in lliesc opeiations showed great 
devotion to duty, and peisonal btavciy. 

No. 17-Pres/59.— The Picsidctu is pleased to approve the 
ayvaid of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS Ilf, to the under- 
mentioned personnel for gallantry:—

1. No. 31334 Snbedat DAMBAR BAHADUR RANA, 3 Bn.,’ 
The Assam Rifles. ( 8 1 h August 1956), 

Subedar Dambai Baliadui Rana, commanding No. 10 
Platoon of 3rd Bn. Assam Rifles, was second in command 
of a column which was given the task ot clearing the area 
East of ZUNKI River and deslioying the hostiles' positions. 
On the night of 7/8 August 195b, it was decided to attack 
Kengnyu village situated on a knoll. 4 lie liostiles were fifty 
stiong and aimed with Btcn and Sten guns besides rifles and 
othei weapons. The three mile track leading to Kengnyu 
village was heavily obstructed with sharp bamboo ends, 
trendies were dug and booby traps laid. 4 be column had 
to go down more than a thousand leet near the village 
through thick Jungle in older to climb to the knoll for 
attack. It was a daik night and raining heavily. 

Having crossed the valley Subedar Dambai Bahadur Rana 
boldly decided to atraik the liostiles’ defensive position 
through the belt of obstacles. After a quick reconnaissance he 
proceeded to make a gap thiough the belt. His men 
followed him and moie than half the ohstades had been 
negotiated when the hostiles opened lire. Undaunted Subedai 
Darnbar Baliadui chaiged the hostiles’ position and killed 
one of the liosliles and wounded seveial others. He then 
led liis platoon in the liual assault which forced the hostiles 
to abandon their positions. 

Throughout this cngagenienl Subedar Dambar Bahadur 
Rana showed vigom and courage which was a fine example 
to the men under his command and to which the success of 
the engagement was undoubtedly due. 

2, No. 44302 Jemadar MANBAHADUR PUN, 4 Bn., The 
Assam Rifles, (20th August 1956). 

On 20th August 1956 Jemadar Manbahadur Pun, command- 
ing No. 9 Platoon 4th Assam Rifles, in a prc-aftac k assign- 
ment was sent out from PESIJ with a small force of 15 ORs 
to reconnoitre an unfiequcnied loule to CHILI-ISO, where 
approximately one hundred liosliles wete lepotted to have 
ptepared a defensiie position. When the lorte arrived in the 
vicinity of a hill feature Pi 6240 at about 0500 hrs. its 
forward scouts encoujttcied small aims lire and arrows from 
hostiles at a distance of about .100 yards. Jemadar Manbahadur 
took the initiative and immediately launched an attack on 
the hostiles' position even though Ills party was numerically 
inferior and the hostiles were in a dominating position. The 
J.C.O, led hts small group successfully anil inflicted four 


casualties, captmed two .303 '.seivne idles with plenty of 
ammunition and othei weapons, wmioul an) casually lo ins 
own men. ihe simcess ailuevcn was enlncly clue Lo Ins 
leadciship and peisonal coinage. 

3. No. 50898 Naik BIL B4HADUR ElIAPA, 5 Bn., file 
Assam Rifles. (27lli May i9j6). 

On 27lh May 1956, at OoOO hours 50898 Naik Bd Bahadur 
4hapa was leading a .small patrol ot 3 Otlici Ranks in die 
jungles neai HOiJPl in the 1 uensang liontiei Division, 
they noticed a bunker and went loi warn to investigate when 
they weie tiled iqion. lfleic being no other patrol in die 
vicinity any belp was oul ot the question, Uilhout hesita- 
tion Naik lid Bahadur lliapa chaiged the bunker thiough 
die had ol biilleis and lus men also i all ied and charged wnli 
him. The liosliles, seeing their determination, lied into die 
duck jungle, leaving behind 2 Rifles, 5 grenades, 400 rounds 
ol ammunition and an aimouici's kit. 

Naik Bil Baliadui Ehapa showed gieat pieseiice ot mind 
and coinage in this daring encounter, 

4. No. 32746 L/Nuik NAR BAHADUR CHEERI, 3 Bn., 
Hie Assam Rifles. (12th August 19.46). 

No. 32746 L/N'k Nai Buludui Ghetii was commanding a 
section ill die real when No. 16 Platoon ol the 3rd Assam 
Rdles made an alLack on SANGLAO village on the 12di oi 
August 1956. As the liostiles opened heavy lue die platoon 
was pinned down. 1./NK Nar Bahadur on healing the luff 
took his section to the left flank liotii wlicte he brought 
heavy lne to beat on the liostiles, personally directing nis 
Section’s Bien Gun, Ihe liostiles weie taken by surprise but . 
ihcii concentrated theii lue on lus section. Undaunted, L/NK 
N'ai Bahadui ordered Ins section to chatge and in the assault 
killed two liostiles and wounded many more. Hie hostiles 
lealising the gravity ol the situation fled iiom their position. 
L/N'K N'ai Bahadur chased the fleeing hosiiies loi nearly 
a mile and succeeded in killing one more. He displayed 
lnagmliceni leadership and couiage in taking his section liom 
a pinned down position to the flank and assaulting the 
hostiles' position when the rest ot the platoon was yet to 
come up. 

5. No. 33382 Rfn. LOK BAHADUR TAMANG, 3 Bn., 
The Assam Rifles. (12lh August 19.56). 

On J2th August 1956, No. 2 Platoon of the 3 Assam Rifles, 
in which No 33382' Rfn. Lok Bahadur Earaang was serving, 
went out to attack the main hostile Naga position at 
SANGLAO village in very heavy lain and must through 
thick jungle. The hostile sentries saw their movement when 
they were about lour hundred yaids away iiom the village 
and opened tore with Brens and rifles. Ihe platoon was 
i here upon oulered to chaige. Rifleman Lok Bahadur Tamang 
quickly went forward and charged the hostile bunker in the 
face of heavy fare, from point blank range the hostiles fired 
at him but missed, He men quickly lobbed a few gtenades 
i ii to the hostiles' hunker, killing Iwo and wounding several 
others. His personal bravery and disregard for his personal 
safety was in the best tiaduions of the service. 

6. No. 33537 Rfn. SAL1GRAM RANA, 3 Bn„ The Assam 
Rifles. (16th August 1956). 

At Chokla Lu, on the 10th of August 1956, No. 33537 
R(u. Saligram Rana was the bomber of the leading section of 
No. 17 Platoon, 3rd Bn. Assam Rifles. His section was about 
fifty yards from a hostiles cave when the latter opened 
heavy fire upon it. 4 he section was more or less pinned down 
and unless it could advance It was evident that the main 
body of the hostiles would escape. At this moment Rifleman 
Saligram Rana came up and fired Lwo grenades into the 
hostiles’ cave thus neutializlng their fire. This afforded an 
opportunity to the section to advance closer. Hardly had 
they advanced half the distance when the hostiles’ Sten gun 
opened up again. Rfn. Saligram Rana leapL forward atid_ 
threw a hand grenade killing the Sten Gunner on the spot, 
Jle thus enabled his platoon lo achieve its objective. Rfn. 
Saligram Rana showed great bravery in this encounter,
